That seemed a 
miracle of ingenuity and forethought! Then the spry maid tripped in and lit the 
fire—I heard the little twigs cracking: she sat back on her heels and told me 
which rooms the water had flooded—when such a thing had happened before, 
etc. I felt that I was going to jump out of bed, wash and dress as quickly as 
possible, pack a small bundle and catch the ark at about half past ten. But it is 
half past ten now and the wind has dropped, two roosters are crowing somewhere 
and the sky is silver.
